The Detroit correspondent wf the 
World and Post-Dispatch wired: 

“Henry Ford had alwajs voted the 
Democratic tickét up to the time of 
his senatorial race,-and is regarded 
as a Democrat. He has never defi- 
nitely taken part in Democratic ac- 
tivities.’ 

Out of 19 committeemen or com- 
mitteewomen who have replied, 11 
are outspokenly against the nom- 
ination of Ford. 

The Republican committeemen 
appeared to be refuctant to line 
themselves up with Hilles, ‘ possibiy 
for fear that by so doing they would 
encourage the Democrats to nomin- 
ate the “menace.” Of the three Re- 
publicans who replied, one agreed 
fully with Hilles. Senator Pepper 
of Pennsylvania said it was too early 
to talk about candidates. 

The replies follow: \ 

Howard Everett (Dem., Minn.): 
Notwithstanding the fact that Ford 
has recently endeared himself to the 
citizens of Minnesota by locating a 
part of his industry in St. Paul, 
there is no special enthusiasm for 
him at this time for President. Men 
who have aspirations to attend the 
next national convention are non- 
committal and those expressing 
themselves are not for Ford, 

Rose C. Schieffelin (Dem., Ore- 
gon: I consider Ford both a mem- 
ace and a calamity. He kept his son 
out of the war and made himself 
ridiculous with his peace ship. No 
who has 
made open attacks upon any race of 


4 people within our gates. 


J. T. Crawford, (Dem., Florida): 


YI do not consider that Mr. Ford has 


any chance for the Democratic nom- 
ination unless he makes an exten- 
sive campaign in the primaries. If 
he runs independently I do not be- 
lieve he would carry a single South- 
ern Democratic state, but he might 
carry enough of the Middle West 
agricultural states to elect the Dem- 
ocratic nominee or throw the elec- 
tion into the House of Representa- 
tives. 

Gertrude M. Pattangall (Dem., 
Maine): 1 do not regard Ford as a 
serious candidate for the presidency. 
He certainly has no claim to a Dem- 
ocratic nomination. 

Mrs. Weston Vernon (Dem., Utah): 
In my opinion it 4s at least ungra- 
cious for a leading Republican, such 
as Mr. Hilles, even to refer to the 
question of money, in view of the 
well-known record of his party. I 
agree with Senator Copeland in his 
statement yesterday that as far as 
the major parties are concerned, 
Ford is an outsider, and _  conse- 
quently will not be nominated by 
either. A third-party ticket, even if 
headed by Ford, cannot win. 

Mrs. James D. Finch (Dem., Ne- 
vada): I do not favor Ford's nomina- 
tion on the Democratic ticket. 

Robert C. Murchie (Democrat, 
New Hampshire.)—I see no reason 
why any Democratic conventton 
should nominate Henry Ford as its 
candidate for President. 

Ss. B. Hicks (Democrat, Louisiana.) 
—While Ford is a great business 
leader, whose inventive genius has 
been of vast benefit to mankind, I 
doubt if Louisiana wants him for 
President. Ford is not trained in 
public service and has taken no 
large part in national or interna- 
tional affairs. He can serve best

TUSKEGEE, Ok., July 5.—At Tus- 
kegee Institute today it was stated 
that ‘‘no direct threats’’ against the 
institute had come to the knowledge 
of the officials but it was said that

stitute. Dr. Moton was out of the 
State at this time, it was said, and 
no one in authority at the institute 
would speak for him personally. 

Director Frank Hines of the War 
Veterans’ Bureau, arrived here this 
morning to make a personal inves- 
tigation of the situation relative to 
control of the disabled negro vet- 
erans’ hospital here, a subject which 
aroused a heated controversy.

Calhoun was advised 
quietly of the situation and remain- 
ed in town but a few hours. Just 
what was said to him or who said It, 
has not been disclosed.

The taxes paid by Standard Oil 
are now one of the main assets of 
the Turkish Treasury. 

Many American Hospitals Closed. 

American missionaries are more 
handicapped than others since they 
are not allowed by the Angora Gov- 
ernment to return to their stations, 
but are all in Constantinople await- 
ing the conclusion of-peace and hop- 
ing that their Government will make 
safeguard their 
large interests. 

According to missionaries recently 
arrived from the interio® most of 
the American hospitals have been 
closed. Turkish authorities pride 
themselves that they can do what- 
ever they like with Americans and 
recently started inspecting vessels of 
the American navy-and the Young 
Men’s Christian Association under 
various pretexts, such as trying to 
learn if tobacco was being sold to 
civilians by the sailors or admission 
fees were charged for the cinema 


shows. 


Such visits to American ships, of 
course, are against all regulations, 


since Constantinople is still under 


foreign military occupation, and 


though American ships are not here 
for the same ' purpose as are ships 
of the allied navies, they have al- 
ways been considered to be on the 
same footing and have enjoyed the 


tis. same privileges.

BERLIN. July 56.—In Esthonia, 
according to a news dispatch from 
Reval, all bachelors between the 
ages of 25 and 60 years will be 
taxed under the terms of a law 
just passed. The tax increases each 

year up to the age of 45. — 


“In my room, one evening in 
April, 1920,” the deposition read,

Six months after her marriage, ac- 
cording to~-Miss Barrymore’s testi- 
mony, she received her first black 
eye from her husband. She applied 
raw meat, she said, and was able to 
make her next performance. This 
was in 1909, according to the deposi- 
tion, and was caused by her asking 
Colt why he came home late one 
evening. 

On another occasion, she testified, 
her husband beat her, threw her out 
of a hotel room and locked the door, 
leavin® her in the hall, clad only in 
her nightgown. 

“IT had to get another room in 
which to pass the night,” she said. 
“IT had nothing with me but the 
nightgown I was wearing.’’ 

Children’s Education. 

From September, 1922, until last 
month, Mrs. Colt declared, the ex- 
pense’ of education of her children 
exceeded $5000. She said she main- 
tained a summer home at Mamaro- 
neck, N. Y., which was left to her and 
hér husband, under the will of the 
late Col. Colt, and that she bore the 
expense and upkep of that home. 

Anna Patterson, a maid, declare 
in a deposition that she was called to 
Mrs. Colt’s room one night in April, 
1920, and found Mrs. Colt bleeding 
about the face, with her eyes discol- 
ored and suffering from nervous 
shock. 

Benjamin C. McLyman, attorney 
for Mrs. Colt, read depositions of 
John Drew, who is an uncle of Mrs. 
Colt, and of a man named Frank, 
financial manager for Mrs. .-Jolt. 
Drew's statement pertained to the 
conduct of Mrs. Colt in maintaining 
her home and caring for her chil- 
dren. Frank’s deposition relate’ to 
financial matters.

In 
that interval Great Britain has patiently remon- 
strated with her ally, endeavored in a number of 
ways to persuade France to withdraw from this en- 
terprise, sought to re-establish negotiations as to 
reparations on a basis that would maintain the 
Entente’s solidarity in dealing with Germany. What 
efforts have been made under the cover of diplo- 
macy are, of course, unknown. But al! efforts, 
open and secret, have failed utterly. 

The occupancy of the Ruhr has expanded into an 
invasion of Germany on a scale that warrants the 
worst interpretations of France's designs. 
gland, her patience exhausted, demands that France 
state in writing just what she plans to accomplish 
in the Ruhr, and in the meantime, by appropria- 
tion for air defense, England has served notice on 
France that she purposes to be prepared for any 
exigency. 

There can be no honest or intelligent criticism of 
England’s deportment or determination to protect 
herself. France has compelled that policy. Further, 
if England enters into a separate agreement with 
Germany as regards reparations payment that 
agreement will, in effect, be an Anglo-German 
alliance. It will mean the recasting of Europe, the 
creation of a new balance of power in which France 
will be a debt-ridden minority stockholder in the 
new European corporation. 

Such reorganization will not likely be accom- 
plished by conference and ink-and-paper docu- 
ments. This is the work of war. European partner- 
ships have been blotted out and reformed in blood. 
The war which the sanest and ablest of observers 
have been predicting for four years, may not flare 
out today or tomorrow, but the date of its declara- 
tion has been brought perceptibly nearer by the re- 
ported decision of England to rearrange a defense 
against the latest megalomaniac of Europe. 

That megalomaniac is France: 

When France decreed the Ruhr invasion she cast 
the die for war. The Post-Dispatch, in its first 
comment on that decision, declared that “the con- 
sequences to Europe are unthinkable.”’ The article 
was headed “Marching to Disaster."” France has 
continued to march straight to disaster along the 
beaten paths of imperialism and insatiable greed. | 
She has alienated the sympathy of the world. If 
she drives her former powerful ally into alliance 
with the enemy she will have encompassed her own 
undoing.

WHERE REAL DANGER LIES. | 

In the general discussion of the cases of the po- | 
litical prisoners, the statement is frequently made | 
that “free speech is all right in time of peace, but | 
it cannot be tolerated when the life of the nation | 
is in danger.’”’” A more deadly and insidious fallacy | 
has never been uttered, and those who utter it must) 
have no acquaintance with the principle on which | 
the guarantee of free speech is based, nor with the 
conditions which led to its adoption. The principle 
was admirably stated by Senator Reed in a speech 
befote the City Club last November. Discussing the 
suppression of free speech as a war-time emergency 
measure, he said: 

But the fact is that these provisions were 
designed to protect those rights in just such 
emergencies. Under the most despotic tyranny 
that ever ruled the world, the veriest slave 
that clanked a chain was free to say things 
that pleased the tyrant. The right of free 
speech is the right to say in a crisis that the 
Government is wrong. It is the right to say the 
unpopular thing, the thing with which the ma- 
jority does not agree. And if it is nat such a 
right, then it js not free speech at all. 

The truth is, of course, borne out by experience, 
that free speech never endangers the life of a na- 
tion. On the contrary, a strong and active oppo- 
sition is the very best sign of sound political health. 
and in great emergencies it is particularly valuable. 
During the war Lloyd George attacked the Asquith 
Government savagely, saying things for the like of 
which men were imprisoned in the United States. 
His attacks resulted eventually in the overthrow of 
that ministry and the establishment of a govern- 
ment which won the war. The British people know 
the value of criticism. Free speech is not a dan- 
ger; it is the cure for all sorts of dangers. Until 
we learn that, our democracy will never be safe.

_ Red men, cowboys, tourists, Cana- 
dians and women—especially the 
women—there .was no doubt that 
the result was a moral victory for 
the challenger or Gibbons the under 
dog, the outclassed; the man who 
hadn't a chance, and the man who 
was fighting without hope of receiv- 
ing additional cash, had furnished 
the crowning surprise of the most 
surprising match of the century.

Even the crowd, strong- 
ly biased in favor of: Gibbons, had 
not a boo for the $6000 hand-picked 
referee, brought on by the titlehold- 
er when he made his decision.
